Du ring his five and one-half 
year reign he did mu ch to de­ 
velop friendly relations between 
Iraq and Great Britain. 
His near 
eastern kingdom controls the Iraq 
J ! pipeline throu gh which Britain re­ 
ceives mu ch of her vital su pply 
of oil, and the British have long 
maintained a large force of w ar­ 
planes in Iraq. 
Ghazi himself was air-minded, 
and was said to be the only mon­ 
arch to fly his own plane.

Ghazi was born March 21, 19 12, 
at Mecca, the fourth child of Fei- 
sal. 
There were three older sis­ 
ters. 
Succeeded King Feisal 
The king, educated at England’s 
Harrow school, succeeded his fath­ 
er, King Feisal, Sept. 
8, 19 33, af­ 
ter Feisal’s death of a heart attack 
at Berne, Switzerland. 
Ghazi married his cousin, Prin­ 
cess Aliyah, daughter of the late 
King Ali of Hejaz, a week after 
his coronation. 
They had only 
one child, Crown Prince Feisal, 
born May 2, 19 35. 
Iraq was freed from the Turks 
during the world wai and recog­ 
nized as an independent state, un­ 
der British mandate. 
It was a 
Mesopotamian kingdom with an 
area of 118,600 square miles and 
a population of nearly 
3,000,000, 
almost totally Arab. 
Britain and Iraq signed a treaty 
in 19 27 recognizing Iraq’s inde­ 
pendence and in 19 32 Iraq was 
admitted to the league of nations 
and the league mandate ov er her 
was terminated. 
Ghazi’s father, King Feisal, the 
First, was placed on the throne 
by the famous British agent, the 
late Col. T. E. Lawrence and later 
approv ed by 9 6 per cent of the 
v 'ote in an Iraq plebiscite. 
The tall, sinewy king came to 
like English manners so well that, 
before his son, Ghazi, went to 
Harrow, he had an English gov ­ 
erness for him, dressed the boy in 
Eton suits and encouraged him to 
play tennis.

The secrifice fly was only one 
of sev eral changes in the scoring 
code. 
An» )ther throwback to an 
old rule allows a runner to be 
credited with a stolen base at the 
discretion of the official scorer 
when a passed ball, wild pitch or 
balk occurs. 
The cheap "run bated in" long 
awarded a batter who hit into a 
double play but scored a runner 
was eliminated. 
Also a batter 
who hit into a double play bid 
scored a runner was eliminated. 
Also a batter who undertakes to 
stretch a hit and ov erslides a 
base will be credited only with 
the last base safely negotiated. 
Thus if he slides past second he 
will be credited with a single.
